AUTO UH BANKRUPICY, 


IMPORTANT CASE 
BEF..RE CHIEF. JUSTICE. 

At the Supreme Court ‘this ‘morning the: 
Chief Justice, Sir Francis T. Piggotl, again 
took the interesting bankruptcy case-arising | 
out of the non-payment ‘of debts by the Ching 
Hop fire.’ Mr. C.K, H, Beavis appeared for 
the petitioning creditor Leung Sing Wo, Mr, 
H, P, Hett represented the deblor, and Mr, F. 
B. L. Bowley was. present: on behalf of the 
editors in the case re the Ching Hop firm, 
exparte Siemssen & Co. and others. 

Ste. Beavis said be had to prove the act of 
bankruptcy and proposed doing so either by 
the petition or the declaration of the petitioning 
creditor, The former stated that on the nh 
June debtor gave Leung Sing Wo notice of the 
firm's intention of suspending payment of their, 


debts, while it was set forch in the declaration [:, 


‘that the managing partner of the fiem bad 
stated that the assets of the firm were $130,000, 
or thereabouts, and. the liabilities $162,000. 
He proceeded to call 

Leung Sing Wo, the petitioning creditor, 
who stated that he was a. trader living at 24 
, Lower Lascar Read. The Ching Hop firm was 
indebted to’ him in the sum of $19,933.30, and‘ 
when he asked -for payment an the 7th June 
he was told by Li Wing Chau, the masters 
that he had ro money to pay anyone that 
day.. Subsequently he went to see him 
and said; ‘"f hear that the foreign firms ate 
weighing out your cargo ;‘you must pay me 
money." Debtor replied “At presents have 
not got the monry.” People were pressing him 
for payment, and as he understond that, the firms 
wished to take delivery ofthe man’s ‘cargo of 
ld iran and horse’ shoes, lying in the godowns, 
he questioned him about it and debtor replied 
“Towe people $:62,0co, When asked what 
the value of his goods were he snid he had some 
$50,000 worth, People owed .the man tmoney 
to the extent of more. than $70,000 of which 
‘debior thought he would be able to collect 
. $30,000. Witness suppesied that the afficials be 
asked todistribute the sum, but debtor tnader no 
reply, 
His Lordship did not consider that this v was 
an act of bankruptcy as no notice of intention 
of suspending payment had been given, It was 
laid down iin the Court of Appeal that the state- 
ment by a debtor that he was unable to pay his 
debts was not notice,of an intention to suspend 
payment. In the present case the creditor went 


to the debtor and said" Pay,me,” and the man‘ 


replied ' 1 cannot pay you.” ‘hac was not.a 
notice of suspension of payment. 

Mr. Beavis pointed out that the particular 
section of the Ordinance prescribes that notice 
shall be yiven to any one of the creditors, but 
does not stipulate what form of notice.

MEMOWANDUM: ON. STRAITS

CONDITIONS AT TIE outaan, 


t, The following are some of the conditions 
prevailing in India and the Straits Settlements, 
respectively at the time of the Reform :— ; 

The huge Continenc of ‘ ‘india is a compact 
political ‘anc economic body “with its own. 
hinterland, selfcontsined, and with a self. 
contained trade. At the tine of the change of 
standard, nt bad a large debt, a deficit, and the 
tax screw put on to its maximum. - The 
population, wedded to the rupee, ‘would, it 
was belicved, loo’ at ne other money, and, had 
shown itself unfavourable. to the Note. The 
‘majority of this papulation were ignorant 
agriculturists, Trade formed only a portion 
of the sum total of the country’s interes's, The 
whale issue of tht currency w. 18 practically all 
circulating within the country o ly, and the 
country itself, being for financial and ‘other 
reasons not in a position'to aspire to the best
